Mrs. Stelle was in the habit of carrying 
money sewed in her clothing. Her fa*her lost 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property in 
the Chicago fire and she consid;.¢d that it 
was best to keep her cash where she could 
take it with her in case of fire. She pos- 
seased about $90,000 worth of diamonds and 
other jewelry. That was one of her hobbies.” 


Find Fortune in Room. 

Physicians and house detectives attending 
Mrs. Stelle found $25.000 in currency sewed 
between the linings of the clothing she had 
on and $50,000 worth of diamonds secreted 
in the same manner. 

These diamonds and $3,000 in cash were 
bequeathed to Mise Katie McCardel, a maid 
who had been Mrs. Stelle’s companion for 
the last twenty-five years. 

As soon as the serious condition of Mrs. 
Stelle was realized by her physicians and 
Miss McCardel a message was dispatched to 
Elmer E. Harie of Troy, N. T., a first cousin, 
who is the chief beneficiary of the will. He 
came at once to Chicago and reached the 
city early yesterday morning, registering at 
the Palmer house. By the terms of the will 
he receives about $400,000.

Stelle, at once engaged the services of At-

“1. Mr. Lorimer’s selection was brought 
about by a combination between renegade 
Republicans and dishonest Democrats, con- 
trary to the instructions given by the Re- 
publican voters at the preceding state wide 
primary. According to these instructions, 
the senatorship should have been gtven to 
either A. J. Hopkins, George E. Foss, or 
William E. Mason, and Mr. Lorimer could 
not honorably be a candidate. It is respect- 
fully pointed out that if u legislature can 
violate its instructions and elect a man to 
the senate, who has not been mentioned for 
the office, it ie dificult to. see why a weak 
or corrupt presidential elector could not vote 
for the opponent party’s candidate for presi- 
dent, thereby probably Gefeating the will of 
millions of voters. 


Specific Instance Is Given. 

“2. A a specific instance of corruption, 
attention is called to the published state- 
ment that Mr. Lorimer promised Benjar 91 
Franklin Downing, a member of the legisea- 
ture, the United States appraisership at 
Chicago in return for Mr. Downing’s vote 
for Mr. Lorimer for senator. This is an 
offense punished by a heavy fine and a 
penitentiary sentence by the [Illinois 
statutes.

Committee of Supply Men Issues 
Plea to Railways, Shippers, 
and the Public. 


Binghamton. N. T., June 8.—President Fred 
D. Underwood of the Erie railroad, the prin- 
cipal speaker at the annual dinner of the 
Binghamton chamber of commerce tonight, 
dwelt on government regulation of public 
utilities and the “ legislative craze.’ He 
said: 
“There should be government supervision 


of railways, but it is unwise and unneces- 


sary to have an authority, be it state or fed- 
eral, exercise a constant espionage over 
railways. Doing business by law is un- 
healthy. 

We do not require forty-six legislatures 
to frame embarrassing laws for the restraint 
of railways—untried legislation put out 


fanaticism. 

“ My opinion is that we are on the wrong 
track. We are following the heathen custom 
of looking to our rulers for help when the 
help rests with ourselves. Put successful, 
honest business men in office and you will 
have no bad laws. Put theorists and faddists 
in office and you will have the spectacle, as 
we have had it, of a thousand bills of regu- 
lation, almed at the second * industry 
in the world, with its attendafft panic and 
confusion.” 


PLEA BY SUPPLY MEN. 

New York, June 8.—The executive commit- 
tee of the Railway Business association (rail- 
way supply men) met here today and gave 
out a statement addressed to congress, to the 
railways, to the shippers, and to the public. 
In part this statement is: 

The association appeals to congress: 

That, the president having recommended 
a provision governing the power of t!:e inter- 
state commerce commission over freight rate 
changes, such provision be enanted feith- 
with to go into effect upon its passage. By 
this recommendation of the president the 
powers and duties of the intersta.2 commerce 
commission are to be greatly enlarged, and in 
the present emergency ‘t is decreed that the 
approval of hundreds of thousands of freight 
rates must be given by the commiss:on before 
effectuation. It is deemed proper therefore 
to urge that serious attention be given the 
organization upog which the enormous de- 
mand for increased output is to be made. 
We urge that such appropriation as may be 
found necessary be made to enable the com- 
mission to cope with its Increased dut es. 

“To the rallways: That they ta<ii:tate the 
work of the commission by having their 
schedules so arranged and the reasons tiiere- 
for so clearly set forth as require the least 
possible time to comprehend their ecupe and 
bearing, and that the officials of the railways 
acquaint the shippers more fully with the 
reasons for freight advances. 


Plea Made to Shippers. 

% To the shippers: That they look upon 
the railways precisely as they would look 
upon any other concern for whose solvency 
the management, and not the government, is 
responsible. A going concern must have an 
adequate revenue. 

“To the public: That they frankly concede 
to the railways the necessity for adequate 
revenue and await with patience and good 
natuge the findings of the commission as to 
the reasonableness of proposed rates. 

„The members of the Railway Business 
association have but recently emerged from 
a period of closed shops, idle men, and 
disastrous losses due to cessation of railway 
purchases. We contemplate with grave anx- 
fety the possibility of undue restriction of 
railway revenues. Ours is not the plea ofa 
special interest whose prosperity we would 
pufchase at the expense of our interests or 
of the general public. If our product is not 
bought, the commerce of the country cannot 
be efficiently carried; if our men are wholly 
or partly off the pay roll the stoppage of their 
outlays communicates itself to millions more 
who make or sell them necessities.”

The 
effect of the decision is that the Municipal 
court not being created by the constitution 
of the state but being a special creation of 
the legislature under the powers conferred 
on it by the constitution, the terme of office 
of its judges may be set at any number of 
years at the will of the legislature.

Ruskin taught her how to draw and showed 
undisguised pleasure in her company, but he did 
not seem to be matrimonially inclined till his 
mother took a hand in the affair and brought it 
to a head. To please her, he proposed. Miss 
Gray was young and inexperienced, the match 
was a good one, and she accefited. 

Ruskin has preserved a complete silence about 
the six years of his married life, and Colling- 
wood, his biographer, skims over the subject. 
The Millais Memoirs are silent. There seems 
to be a conspiracy of silence on the subject.

He'll be anxious 
to get at Johnson and finish him as quickly 
as possible. He's been training for over a 
year now, and the moment he looks down at 
Johnson and listens to the count will be the 
happiest in his life. For months he has 
been training more faithfully than any man 
ever did before, unless it was myself when 
I trained for the Coney Island fight with 
Jeffries.

TRADE IN GOOD SHAPE, 


Pleased with Truce Reached at 
Capital in Freight Rate 
Controversy. 


The truce in the freight rate controversy 
reached by the understanding between Presi- 
dent Taft and the railroad executives was 
characterized yesterday by E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of the United States 
Steel corporation, as one of the most impor- 
tant and significant events of many years in 
its influence on the sentiment of tne country. 

Mr. Gary gave an optimistic review of pres- 
ent business conditions and the outlook for 
the future. 

Business conditions on the whole should 
be considered satisfactory,“ he said. “ The 
volume is not so large as it was during the 
latter part of 1900, although it has been in- 
creasing slowly during the last thirty days. 

The crop outlook is good, the development 
of the country is rapidly progressing, and 
there Is an abundance of money to meet the 
crop requirements of all. For perfect con- 
ditiong one thing hae been lacking—namely: 
there has been a feeling of uncertainty aa to 
what will or what may happen in the near 
future. This has been indefinitely described 
as ‘something hanging over us.’ 


Hampered by a Misunderstanding. 

“This feeling,” Mr. Gary continued. re- 
sults from a failure on the part of indi- 
viduals to comprehend what the president 
or other government officials or.congrees in- 
tends to do, or a similar feeling on the part 
of the latter, or some of them, toward the 
former. There has not always been a dispo- 
sition to conciliate and coperate. Therefore 
capital, always sensitive, has not been free-

At St. Louis a steel foundry 
bought 10,000 tons, and at Pittsburg a large 
consumer took 16,000 tons at the lowest price 
ot the year. Bessemer pig iron has been sold 
in an unimportant way at $14.75 at Valley 
furnace. In foundry iron sales have been 
less than in the preceding week, and makers 
of northern iron have apparently been more 
ready to grant concessions, while southern 
sellers are taking a firmer stand.
